“The time rapidly is coming in America when tvery employer 
must see not only that his employees practice thrift, but their coudi- 
tion of employment is such that they can practice it,” declared 5S. 
W. Straus, President of the American Society for Thrift, in an ad- 
dress before the National Education Association at Pittsburg, Cal, 
last Saturday night. 

“The dollar sign is passing as the insignia of ruthless power,” he 
said, “and the day is dawning when it shall stand also as the symbol 
of protection for the weak and help to the worthy. . 

“We have come into a new order of things. The day of right by 
might is ending. This war marks the darkness that precedes the 
dawn of universal democracy—a democracy that shall be lifted to the 
lofty level of brotherhood. 

“Into the statesmanship, the politics, the business of the day that 
is breaking just ahead, will come a new spirit—a spirit of honesty, 
generosity and gentleness. 

“The statesmanship of the world will be successful only in-so-far 
as it is honorable and just. The politician who achieves success will 
attain his ends by worthy deeds alone. The businéss man must stand 
on the broad ground of real brotherhood. The attitude between em- 
ployer and employee will be that of man to man, not master and slave. 

“Every man must practice thrift and every man must have the 
chance to practice it. , 

“Are we fighting this war merely to crush the power of a coterie 
of madmen whose hearts are beating in unison with the cruelty and 


which will come with the beginning of peace, thrift will be just as 
necessary. Millions of men will come back from the fighting front 
prepared again to take up the occupations of peace. The acute 
scarcity of labor will be at an end. The pressing demand for war 
supplies will be over. The inflation that now exists will subside 
rapidly. In this readjustment there will be need for thrift and econ- 
omy to preserve the equilibrium. Living conditions will be revolu- 
tionized over night, as it were. Gone will be the days of abnormal 
wages. Merchants will find the values of their stocks suddenly de- 
preciated. It will be a period of acute readjustment, and only 
through practices of thrift will the economic effect of the shock be 
tempered. 

“And as the years go on the prodigious losses of this era of de- 
vastation must be made up by thrift. Humanity must save then what 
it is destroying today. 

“The time when thrift shall not be necded—needed as vitally as 
food itself—will never come. 

“And so, out of the spirit of our patriotism in our war savings, 
let us coin a new term—the patriotism of peace-savings. 


We lead in agriculture and while we in California have not the 
volume of business in manufactures, as some individual states in the 
Union enjoy, we are mow working to capacity in every industry and 
approaching augmentation even beyond our own fondest hopes of a 
few years ago. 

We can turn out more efficient workmen than any other state inso- 
far as our climate is better and makes for efficiency, because of its 
uniformity. We have neither the extreme heat with demands for ice 
nor the extreme cold with pressing demands for fuel or inertia as 
an alte -tive if we suffer a coal famine. California far:ners are the 
most fortunate persons in the world and so is the California man- 
ufacturer. 

In cotton, for instance, we are beginning to make the cotton trade 
of the world sit up and take notice and our possibilities for silk are 
also wonderful. California cotton is used only in the manufacture of 
California cotton goods and when I state that the output of cloth, 
yarn, thread, canvas and other kindred articles are contracted for 
two years ahead and that we shall use in the California Cotton Mills 
alone $15,000,000 worth of raw cotton this year as compared with 
$14,000 in 1909, some idea of the volume of this industry may be gained 
and its appeal both to the cotton raiser and the manufacturer will no 
doubt be far-reaching and effective. California is in need of 100,000 
skilled laborers right now.” 

I intend putting an educational exhibit in the Pacific Coast Land 
and Industrial Exposition—a tiny cotton field and loom that Califor- 
nians may learn to know and appreciate one of their best assets.

SCOUTS LED, NOT DRIVEN 


To do all the undone things, to com- 
plete all the war tasks of the back-at- 
home battleground, to give help unpaid 
wherever other organizations neec 
helping, {s the gladly volunteered serv- 
ice offered to the government by 363,- 
048 of America’s young chaps that 
can’t get into the army or navy any- 
how. 

Raising gardens, selling bonds, dis- 
tributing official information, coaxing 
quarters for War Stamps, saving food 
and fuel—and urging everybody else 
to do these things—are among the du- 
ties of patriots as exemplified by the 
organization of the Boy Scouts of 
America. 

No one makes the boys do these 
things. They are not paid—thus there 
is no compulsion, No one over them 
has authority to say, “You must do 
this.” They just ‘ow the compul- 
sion to duty as expressed in the scout 
oath and brought into action by the 
leadership of men acting as scoutmas- 
ters and as troop committeemen and 
as members of local councils, 

Among all these thousands of men 
leaders there are less than 800 paid 
workers—and these for the most part 
are scout executives directly hired to 
look after the scouts by councils of 
business men in cities where there are 
quite a few troops. « 

The tremendous task of rousing 
these voluntary workers to an ener- 
getic answer to the many calls of the 
government falls upon one man—the 
chief scout executive at the national 
headquarters in New York city, Mr. 
James E. West. 


SCOUTS ARE GOOD SOLDIERS. 


As an orgunization the scout move- 
ment fs not military in thought, form 
or spirit, although it does instill in 
boys the military virtues, such as hon- 
or, loyalty, obedience and patriotism, 

The uniform, the patrol, the troop, 
and the drill are not for military tac- 
tics; they are for the unity, the har 
mony and the rhythm of spirit that 
boys learn in scouting. It is in the 
wearing of the uniform and doing of 
things together as scouts that they ab- 
sorb the force and truth of the scout 
law, which states: “A scout Is a friend 
of all, and a brother to every other 
scout.” 

While the spirit of scouting is not 
militaristic, the experiences of the last 
year have completely demonstrated 
that outdoor scout training with its 
cooking, camping, hiking, signaling, 
map reading, wireless, ~ electricity, 
knowledge of woodcraft and ability to 
care for oneself in the open helps {m- 
measurably in fitting a man for the 
duties of a soldier, 

While scouting as a teen-age boy 
program very properly is not militar- 
istic from a technical standpoint, it ts, 
however, patriotic, as proven by last 
year’s wonderful record of scout na- 
tion-wide, civic war service for the 
navy department, in the two Liberty 
bond campaigns, in the gardening 
propaganda, in selling War Savings} 
stamps, in distributing more than 
5,000,000 patriotic documents for the 
committee on public information, in 
co-operating with the Red Cross, war 
camp community recreation fund, 
Y. M. C. A., Knights of Columbus and) 
other war relief agencies.

TOLD IN PARAGRAPHS 


Copenhagen.—Count von Hertling, the 
German Imperial Chancellor, paid a visit 
to German army headquarters to attend 
an important conference, according to 
the Berlin Vossische Zeitung. 


Von Kueslmann offered his resig- 
nation as German Foreign Secretary on 
Wednesday, says a Zurich dispatch to 
the Journal.

“The constant‘attitude of Germany 
who, since the beginning of the conflict, 
while ceaselessly protesting to each 
power her peaceful intentions, has actu- 


ally, by her dilatory or negative atti- 
tude, caused the failure of all attempts 
at agreement, and has not ceased to en- 
courage through her ambassador the un- 
compromising attitude of Vienna; the 
German miljtary preparations begun 
since the 25th of July and subsequently 
continued without cessation; the imme- 
diate opposition of Germany to the Rus- 
sian formula (of July 29-31) declared at 
Berlin inacceptable for Austria before 
that Power had ever been consulted; in 
conclusion, all the impressions derived 
from Berlin bring conviction that Ger- 
many has sought to humiliate Russia, to 
disintegrate the Triple Entente, and if 
these results could not be obtained, to 
make war.’’—(Civiani, French Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, July 31, in French 
Yellow Book, No. 114; Collected Diplo- 
matic Documents, p. 221.) 


“Never in the history of the world has 
a greater crime than this been commit- 
ted.

gration, the devastation of Europe.”—

July 30, 1914; quoted in Altschul, Ger- 
man Militarism and Its German Critics, 
p. 39.) 
~ “The Prince (Lichnowsky,) German 
ambassador to Great Britain in 1914, de-

TITLE MUCH MISUSED 


TERM “REVEREND” SUBJECT TO 
SOME ABUSE. 


‘Fact to Be Remembered-ts That It Ie 
Never a Family Name But Is Al- 
ways Applied to the 
Individual. 


At some time in the middle ages the 
custom grew up of applying to clergy- 
men the term “reverendus.” This 
word was a part of a speech known in 
Latin as a gerund, and meant “one 
who ought to be revered.” 

Gerunds could be compared like ad- 
jectives, and it seemed natural to the 
people of those days that, if all clergy- 
men were reverend, a bishop should 
be designated by the comparative de- 
gree, “reverendior,” more reverend, or 
right reverend, while the superlative 
degree, reverendissimus, most rev- 
erend, was reserved for archbishops. 

As these terms referred to indi- 
viduals, they were never used in con- 
nection with the family name alone, 
but with the Christian name, which 
indicated the individual. 

A great many people in our day are 
committing the unfortunate blunder of 
using the term “reverend” in connec- 
tion with a family name. Mr. Smith 
is a clergyman. He ita frequently 
spoken to as “Reverend Smith.” This 
is wrong. Smith is a family name, and 
does not refer to an individual. The 
only proper way of speaking of him is 
as Rev. Mr. Smith, or Rev. John 
Smith, or plain Mr. Smith, but never 
Rev. Smith. 

Never Rev. and Mrs. Smith, but 
Rev. and Mrs. John Smith. Strictly 
speaking, the only possible way of 
speaking to him is “Mr. Smith,” for 
the old English “Your Reverence,” has 
died out. 

One does not speak of or to a judge 
as Honorable Jones, but one speaks or 
writes of him as the Hon. Henry T. 
Jones, and addresses him as “Your 
Honor.” 

As concerns the use of the word 
“reverend,” no one applies it to him- 
self or signs his name with it pre 
fixed. 

Scholars urge us to try to preserve 
the use of the English language, and 
hot be attacked by the modern disease 
which impels so many people to use 
nearly all the nouns and many of the 
adjectives as if they were titles. 

You may find in the papers any day 
Buch expressions as Motorman Brown, 
Witness Green, Suspect Robinson, Op- 
tician White, Pitcher Jones. : 

It ought to be stopped; but who will 
stop it? Scholars tell us that this is 
one of the signs that the English lan- 
guage is degenerating very rapidly.

Moon’s Influence on Plant 
Growth Wholly Negligible, 
Is Belief of Scientists 


The old belief that the moon has 
some sort of influence on plant growth 
still persists-in some farming sec- 
tions. Some farmers, it is said, re- 
fuse to plaut crops or to kill hogs 
unless the moon is In some particular 
position. 

The influence of the moon on the 
growth of crops, or on other agricul- 
tural operations, has always been de- 
nied by scientific men. The following 
brief statement by C. F. Marvin, chief 
of the United States weather bureau, 
printed in the Rural New Yorker, 
shows what they think of the matter: 

“It is the general belief of scien- 
tists that the mvon has no appreciable 
influence on temperature, rainfall, or 
any other weather element, or on 
plant growth. 

“Plant growth depends upon tem- 
perature, light, humidity and plant 
fgod (both in the soil and in the air), 
and its availability. Obviously the 
moon neither mellows the ground nor 
fertilizes it, neither does it alter the 
composition of the atmosphere; hence 
it affects neither the mechanical con- 
dition of the soil nor the kind or 
quantity of available plant food. 

“If the moon has any influence on 
plant growth, it would seem that It 
must exert this influence through its 
light. Experiment, however, shows 
that when a plant Is so shadowed that 
it gets only one one-hundredth of nor- 
mal daylight, {t grows but little bet- 
ter than it does in absolute darkness. 
Full daylight is about 600,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight; hence 
one one-hundredth of daylight, already 
too feeble to stimulate appreciably 
plant activity, is still 6,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight. The con- 
clusion is that, even in respect to 
light stimulus, the moon’s influence 
on plant growth Is wholly negligible.”

How to Detect Glucose in 
Preserves, Jam, Marmalade 


ee 


Glucose in fruit preserves may be 
discovered as follows: In the case of 
Jelly a teaspoonful should be dissolved 


in two tablespoonfuls of alcohol con- 


tained in a glass vessel. In the case 
of jam or marmalade the same process 


is carried out, but it is necessary to‘ 


filter off the solid matter by running 
the mixture through a piece of muslin. 
Allow the solution to become perfectly 
cool, and t*en add an equal volume, or 
a little more, of strong alcohol. If 
glucose is present a dense white pre- 
cipitate slowly settles down. Where 
no glucose has been employed there 
is no precipitate, save, in some cases, 
a very trifling sediment of proteid mat- 
ter which, however, is so small that it 
could not possibly be mistaken for the 
sediment which glucose produces. The 
last-named is not particularly harmful 
{n itself, but it is very frequently used 
a8 an adulterant in supposedly pure 
preserves for extra profit.—Popular 
Science Monthly.
